schools. In his speech, on his educational bil] 
to spend a great many millioao for free in-. 
structioii in the more illiterate states Senator 
1'Uir went into statistics with amazing inac- 
curacy, In Cincinnati, he said, the average 
attendance ia the schools is less than one- 
third the ufimber of children, and 51.000 are 
ai e not enrolled at all "-There are," continued, 
the speaker, fairly roaring in misinformation, 
'•more fhan 10,000 childran in the great city of 
Cincinnati to-day who are growing up in ig- 
1101 auco a? dense as that in the jungles of 
\fjica; while they are subjected to the influ- 
cn>.o of tho sharpened culture of civilized 
V!i 0." 


This is truly alarming, and discreditable if 


true, and all the more mysterious because i t is 
very hard to find in Cincinnati a child oj 
school age whose education has been wholly 
neglected. The trouble with Senator Blair is 
that his statistics have thrown him down and 
are rolling him over and over.

They are not illiterate by a good deal Mr. 
Peaslee states the facts in the case clearly when 
he remarks : "The actual number of children 
over ten years of age, born and brought up in'^ 
our northern cities, who never attended school 
at all, and who are mentally and physically 
able to do so, is but a small percentagl of the 
j outh of school age; certainly not many of thia 
class can be found in Cincinnati. The number

Navigation on the Yellowstone. 


ISionx City Journal.] 


By consulting the old-time captains now in 


the city, the Journal has been able to obtain a 
brief history of the business on the Yellow- 
stone river from the opening of navigation in 
1869. In that year the steamers Alone, Capt. 
B. B. Bailey, and Cutler, Capt Abe Hutchison 
went to a point forty-five miles from the month 
of the river to onws Gen. Bully's command, at 
the place now known as Crane's ranch. The 
next trrp was by the steamer Key West, which 
started from Sioux City ten years ago, April 14, 
to ascertain if the river was navigable. The 
object of this trip was to see if the military 
expedition that was to escort the North Pa- 
cific surveyors eould be supplied by boat at the 
mouth of the Powder river. The host was un- 
der the command of Gen. J. W. Foray the, of 
Gen. gheridan'p staff.

Agricultural Review. 


Those unacquainted with the southern states 


will be surprised when told that what is as a 
whole the greatest farm in America is in the 
state of Tennessee. It is owned by Gen. Hard- 
ing. It contains 4,000 acres of land in one 
body in the highest state of cultivation, with- 
out a single rod of waste in the entire tract, 
and cultivated in the most Intelligent manner. 
It is called Belle Head. It is six miles from 
Ifashyille. The turnpike leading to it is lined 
with ahade-treea and adorned with well kept 
lawns and villaa of merchants and professional 
men. The land of Belle Mead is gently roll-

Mr. Gresham was born in Harriiwn county, 


Indiana, in 1823. He waa educated: in his na- 
tive state, and after graduation at Ihe Indiana 
state u.iiversity in Bloomrairton, studied law 
and soon afterward began to practi » at Gory- 
don, tbe county seat of Harrison county. He 
was from the first, successful sa a lawyer, 
and took an active part in the politics of the 
state. 
Shortly 
before 
the 
outbreak 
of 


the late civil war, he waa elected representative 
in the state legislature, and in 1861 he was 
chairman of the house committee on military 
affairs. While occupying this poeilion he co- 
operated so faithfully and energetically with 
Gov. Morton in tha organization of the state 
militia, and in raising'and forwarding troops, 
that the latter on the 18th of September, 1861, 
commissioned him. lieutenant colonel of the 
Thii ty-eighth regiment of Indiana' volunteers. 
Oh the 20th of March, 1862, he was promoted to 
be colonel of the Fifty-third Indiana, and on 
the llth of August, 1863, to brigadier general of 
volunteers. He participated (in the siege of 
Corinth, siege and capture of Vicksbnrg, and 
siege of Jackson. Miss., and up to tie 8th of 
January, 186i, commanded the third brigade, 
fourth division of the Seventeenth army corps. 
He was brevetted major general for distin- 
guished gallantry, and after January r, 1864, com- 
manded the fourth division of the Seventeenth 
corps until July of the same year, When he was 
severely wounded in tha action before Atlanta. 
He was mustered out of service on the 30th of 
April, 1866, and aa soon as his-Health and 
strength were fully restored he entered into 
partnership with Judge JJutler, of New Albany, 
and resumed the practice of Law in that city. 
Daring the war Gen. Gresham's personal rela- 
tions with Gen. Grant were very fnenuly and 
cordial, and when the tetter became president 
for the first time, in 1869, he aprWinted Mr. 
Gresham district judge for the district of In- 
iiana.

Grant on'.Lincoln's Assassination.

Gen. Grant, in a recent conversation, said: 


"The darkest day of my life was the day I 
heard of LincolnV assassination. I di<l not 
know what it meant Here was the rebellion 
put down In the field and stirring up again in 
the gutters; we had fought it as war, now we 
had to fight it as assassination. Lincoln was 
killed on the evening of the 14th of April. I 
was busy sending out orders.to stop recruiting, 
the purchase of supplies, and to muster out 
the army. Lincoln had promised to go to the 
theatre, and wanted me to go with him. While 
I was with the president a note came from Mrs. 
Grant saying she must leave Washington that 
night She wanted to go to Burlington to see 
her children. Some incident of a trifling na- 
ture had made her resolve to leave that 
evening. I was glad to have it 
so, as 
I did not want to go to the theatre. 
So I 
made 
my 
excuses to Lincoln, 


and at the proper tune we started for the train. 
As we were driving along Pennsylvania avenue, 
a horseman drove past us on a gallop, and bacs 
again around our carriage, looking into it 
Mrs. Grant said: There is the man who sat 
near us at lunch to-day, with some other man, 
and tried'to overhear our conversation. He 
was so rude that we left the dining room. 
Here he is now riding after us.' I thought it 
was only curiosity, but learned afterward that 
the horseman was Booth. It seemed that I was 
to have been attacked, and Mrs. Grant's sud- 
den resolve to leave changed the plan. A few 
days after I received an annonymona letter 
from a man Baying that he had been detailed to 
kill me. that he rode on my train as far as 
Havre de Grace, and as my car was locked he 
failed to get in. He thanked God that he had 
failed. I remember that the conductor locked 
our car, but how true the latter was I cannot 
say. I learned of the assassination as I passed 
through Philadelphia. I turned around, took 
a special train, and came on to Washington. It

journals. Our population is not homogeneous' 
New York, for instance, contains more Ger 
mans than any second class Gorman city. Then 
it has more Irish than any city in Ireland, ex- 
cept Dublin. And BO, all our large cities have 
a numerous 
foreign-speaking 
population. 


Hence the smaller circulation of our daily 
Journals is somewhat due to the impediments 
•of language. Some of our weekly papers have 
had a very large circulation; but the popula- 
tions of Great Britain and France being more 
compact, there is a greater field in those coun- 
tries for either daily or weekly journals than 
in the United States. By the next century, 
however, when this country contains over 100,- 
000,000 of inhabitants, the circulation of our 
journal! i will far exceed those published on the 
other si ie of the ocean, for our native popula- 
tion wil 1 not only be relatively but absolutely 
larger. This is destined to be a great countrj 
for jouinalista, who will become more power- 
ful evei tually than any other class in the coun- 
try.
